Gen. Lyon remained at Boonville and was 
preparing to start toward Arkansas. 

Capt. Fletcher's company returned to-night 
from a trip down the Iron Mountain railroad, 
They captured several secession flage and as 
many more loud-monthed secessionists, the 
latter took the oath of allegiance. Loyalists 
are increasing since the Boonville battle.
